Will the leaders of the Republican Party ever 
learn? Four y ears ago, they tried to out-promise 
the Democrats. 
This y ear they did the same 
thing.

nothing to try to enlighten the voters. 
When the New Deal pointed out the Republi­ 
cans were now endorsing the New Deal policies 
that the Democrats had imitated, the Republi­ 
cans had no answer to the suggestion that adop­ 
tion of New Deal theories was done with an ear 
to getting votes. 
It made the leaders look ridic- 
tloua. It put them in a very ' embarrassing posi­ 
tion. 
It did not look as if they were sincere. 
They could not answer questions as to how they 
would furnish employ ment when they were ad­ 
vocating things that were the exact opposite to 
free enterprise which they claimed they endorsed. 
On the war question, they endorsed the policies 
of Roosevelt of attempting to control the rest 
pf the world. 
It might be the best thing in the long run, 
that Roosevelt was re-elected. Had Willkie been 
elected and carried out the policies he said he 
believed in, there could have been no return to 
prosperity and the people would 
never have 
known why there was not full employ ment. Now 
we can continue on with the same policies for 
four more y ears and give them a much more 
thorough test.

It is very 
expensive but if we go in debt 25 or 50 billion 
dollars more the next four y ears and really learn 
the fundamental principles of equal freedom and 
equal responsibilities, it will be very cheap, if 
we cannot learn by reason and by observing his­ 
tory . 
Truly , the Republican Party got exactly what 
it deserves.

GOODNES S 


Most of us like to set up a personal standard 
of goodness, humanitarianism and virtue thati 
makes us come under the classification of good, 
humanitarian and virtuous without any effort of i 
our own. It is so easy to set up some standard 
that requires no effort whatsoever to qualify . In 
fact, quite often the standards of goodness, that 
are set up, instead of 
being 
everlasting and 
eternal standards that will fit all people and do 
no one an injustice are standards that do great 
injury and injustice to people. 
The minimum wage idea is a case in point. 
It is so easy for people who use only skilled labor,, 
or no labor, to say that he does not believe it is 
honorable, wise, humanitarian, or right for any ­ 
one to pay an employ e less than a minimum, or 
so-called living, wage. 
But, instead of this being goodness, it is a 
standard of badness. It is a standard of badness 
because it injures all the workers in the world. 
It injures the skilled workers as well as the slow 
w'orkers who cannot earn the minimum.

And ihose people who pose as good^Rnd hu­ 
manitarian because they advocate a minimum 
standard seem to fail to understand that it is 
cruel, inhuman, undemocratic, unchristian, and 
immoral to refuse to trade y our labor with the 
labor of the less fortunate and less talented. 
It Ma kes Peo p le Un to u ch a b les 
If every body advocated that policy of minimum 
wages then these people would become the un­ 
touchables, as far as self-respect and happiness 
are concerned. 
Their only method then of sur­ 
vival would be either private charity or govern­ 
ment dole. 
In either case, they are prevented 
from having the right to learn and grow and 
thus be happy . 
And this policy also Injures every skilled work­ 
er because the production from the skilled work- j 
er can be exchanged for less when the slow peo- j 
pie are not permitted to work and produce than 
it could be exchanged for if the slow were per­ 
mitted to add to the wealth of the w'orld. 
This 
is axiomatic and understood by all* political econ­ 
omists but not by labor leaders and self-proclaim­ 
ed humanitarianists. 
AH these men who constantly pioclaim their 
\irtue because they believe in a minimum wage 
and their high standard of humanitarianism in­ 
variably say , w'hen asked what the slow and in­ 
efficient will do, answer that that is up to the in 
dividual. 
They seem to have no heart, no con­ 
science, no human sy mpathy for these unfortun­ 
ate people. 
Probably they have never thought 
of the eventual and unseen consequences of min­ 
imum wages, or they wrould not be say ing pub­ 
licly that they believe in minimum wages. 
Truly a standard of goodness that endorses 
the minimum wages and is used as a measure of 
satisfy ing the complacency , egoism, self-content, 
and self-esteem is a most vicious, a most immoral, 
a most unchristian, a most undemocratic and a 
most unethical standard of goodness.

TRENTON, N. J ., Nov. 5.—The 
column was to be written on elec­ 
tion eve with no knowledge of the 
results. The writer has fought 
as hard as he could for his beliefs 
and convictions. By the time this 
is published in some papers those 
issues will all be decided. Regard­ 
less of our feelings, it is the duty 
of us all to accept that decision. 
That is our democracy , for which 
we must fight to the last in this 
dangerous world—the most prec­ 
ious thing in our national life. 
This may not be easy . This has 
been the bitterest campaign in my 
experience. 
Deep wounds 
have 
been given—and received. Low 
blow’s have been struck. Hatreds 
have been incited. Class and re­ 
ligious prejudices have been in­ 
flamed. Hints of reprisals, 
re­ 
pressions and even 
persecutions 
have been dropped. Never has this 
country been so torn and disunit­ 
ed. 
We can’t let this go on. It is 
perhaps understandable in such an 
election, where so many old and 
strongly -held principles and time- 
honored American traditions were 
at stake, but there was not one 
of them that w’as not subject to 
the vote of the people. As that 
vote decides, so must it be. Bad 
and surly losers at such a time 
as this are bad and surly Ameri­ 
cans. 
There remain issues that were 
not voted. Chief among them is 
the extent to which our people 
wish to be involved in war. This 
must still be debated and fought 
in congress but as to every thing 
which goes to make us strong for 
defense,

THE ORANGE SITUATIO N 
Fellow Citizens: 
During recent y ears, while the 
prices 
received 
by the 
orange 
growers have been very greatly 
reduced, the prices paid by the 
ultimate consumers of our or­ 
anges have remained very sub 
stantially at the same high level. 
During 
these 
depression 
y ears 
the prices being paid by the con 
suming public are quite gener^ 
ally more than double the prices 
being paid the growers by the 
auction 
b u y e r s , 
jobbers 
and 
wholesalers—sometimes three or 
four times as much. 
In other 
words 
the 
middlemen are 
ab­ 
sorbing more than half of the 
consumers’ dollar. 
Standing between us growers 
and the consuming public there 
are usually three or more middle­ 
men. 
First there is the market­ 
er who usually picks, packs, ships 
and sells our fruit, supposedly 
devoting himself to the interests 
of the grower who is pay ing him 
lor his services a compensation 
which is the same regardless of 
whether he gets a high price 
or a low price for the grower. 
And then there is also usually 
a wholesaler and a retailer, each 
try ing to get our oranges at as 
low a price as possible. 
This 
set-up is very unfortunate for 
the grower. 
George Sehlmey er, 
master of 
the California State Grange, in 
an address to 2500 delegates and 
member visitors 
to the 
State 
Grange 
annual convention last 
week, commenting on this situa­ 
tion, said: “ We believe the most 
important problem in marketing 
.is to bring the producer and the 
consumer into as close a rela 
tionship 
as 
possible. 
Reports 
reaching our office indicate there 
is a very definite trend, not only 
in this state, but throughout the 
nation toward producer-consumer 
cooperatives. 
Whether 
or 
not 
this 
trend 
continues 
depends 
largely on how the present prob­ 
lems of agriculture are handled. 
“ In the declaration of purposes 
of the National Grange, writ­ 
ten in 1874, this paragraph ap­ 
pears: ‘For our business interests 
we desire to bring producers and 
consumers, 
farmers and manu­ 
facturers, into the most direct 
and 
friendly relations 
possible. 
Hence, we must dispense with a 
surplus of middle-men, not that 
we are unfriendly to them, but 
we do not need them. Their sur­ 
plus and the exactions diminish 
our profits.' 
This principle ap­ 
pears to be as sound as the day 
it was written.” 
The California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, 
which controls 
most 
of 
our 
oranges, 
dumps 
many 
millions of boxes on the auction 
blocks in the big eastern cities 
and permits them to be bid in at 
ruinously low 
prices 
by 
the 
Greeks, J ews and Italians who 
largely dominate these auctions. 
These ruinous prices are then 
published in the newspapers all 
over the United States and the 
buy ers every where then buy our 
oranges at these same knock­ 
down prices.

ing the period covered by this pro­ 
gram. At its termination we should 
expect a sharp drop in the velocity of 
money unless some circumstances 
arise which will encourage private 
enterprises in the heavy and capital 
goods industries to continue their 
productive activities at the same gen­ 
eral rate. 
When, on the other hand, govern­ 
ment expenditures are of such a na­ 
ture that the money goes directly to 
consumers (as for relief) rather than 
through the channels of private en­ 
terprise which provides employ ment 
and from which all our income must 
in the last analy sis come, the money 
turns over very slowly . Practically 
all the money spent in this manner 
goes for those consumers’ goods and 
services which ca» be supplied for 
long periods with relatively little 
increase in the demand for the prod­ 
ucts of the heavy and capital goods 
industries (and related service in­ 
dustries) which normally supply a 
large proportion of our people with 
employ ment and incomes. 
A very large proportion of our 
government’s spending since 
1333 
has baen for the purpose of putting 
money directly into the hands of 
consumers. Much of it has been for 
relief of various kinds, much of it 
has been wasted in unproductive ac­ 
tivities, and very little has been used 
in a way that would stimulate our 
productive enterprises, particularly 
our capital goods industries. And 
where g o vern m en t m o n e y has 
reached th e» enterprises, its normal 
effectiveness as a stimulating fore« 
has been nullified by other govern­ 
ment policies of a disturbing, op­ 
pressive, and disrupting nature. The 
consequence has been that since 19 33 
the government’s spending program 
has had little stimulating effect in 
our economic sy stem. The evidence 
indicates clearly thaf the net effect 
of the spending program has been 
negative and harmful rather than 
beneficial.

growers are ruined. 
The 
great 
zeal 
with 
which 
some of our exchange packing­ 
house 
managers and 
especially 
the officers 
of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange defend 
thus action dumping is very dis­ 
quieting and leads some grower» 
to wonder whether some dishon­ 
est personal gain is being receiv­ 
ed by some influential employ ee* 
or 
high-ups of 
the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers’ 
Exchange. 
In 
this connection It may again be 
noted that these auction market* 
are very largely dominated by 
Greeks, J ews and Italians who 
are probably not all entirely free 
from racketeering and corruption. 
We 
recall 
the famous poultry 
rackets and other food racket* 
in these same large auction cities. 
And we remember the Greeks* 
J ews 
and Italians 
were fairly 
well represented in those murder­ 
ous 
poultry 
and 
food racket*. 
The honest members 
of those 
races 
would 
be 
interested 
in 
having bribery and strong arm 
methods stopped, as would also 
the honest members of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
(which undoubtedly constitute the 
overwhelming majority of that 
organization). 
The California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, being the only market­ 
ing 
agency which 
dumps 
our 
oranges on the auctions in any 
great quantity , might well abolish 
this auction selling 
of our or­ 
anges, or at least might limit 
auction sales 
to proper prices 
and consider no bids of less than 
certain specified fair prices. 
I f 
the 
auction buy ers 
refused 
to 
make proper bids, the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange should 
stop unloading cars in the auction 
and 
dispose of our o r an g e * 
through other channels, possibly 
directly to retailers or even di­ 
rectly to consumers. 
The mighty 
California 
Fruit 
Growers' 
Ex­ 
change can scarcely claim to be 
so weak and impotent as to be 
unable to do this. 
Other organ­ 
izations do it. 
Some orange growers, observ­ 
ing the ruinous prices of our or­ 
anges and mistakenly believing 
that we are operating under a 
prorate, jump to the conclusion 
that the prorate has proved a 
failure. 
As a matter of fact we 
have in reality had little or no 
prorate (although we go through 
some of the motions of having 
one). 
A prorate is merely a 
limitation of shipments to what 
the market will stand. 
The pro­ 
rate committee, which is sup­ 
posed to limit the shipments of 
our oranges to what the market 
will stand, is blocked by three 
of its own members who compel 
the 
committee 
to 
cause more 
oranges to be shipped each week 
than the market can stand. 
The 
three members of the committee 
who are the guilty ones are the 
two members put on the com­ 
mittee by the M.O.D. and assist­ 
ed by one member from the in­ 
dependent 
marketers. 
These 
three members consistently , week 
after week, compel the shipment 
of such large quantities as to 
glut 
the market and keep it 
glutted. 
This 
shows 
bey ond 
question 
that 
the 
M.O.D. 
is constantly 
try ing to put the price of oranges 
down instead of up, and any or­ 
ganization which consistently act* 
to depress prices by glutting the 
market Is in cahoots with the 
buy ers and is deceiving any grow­ 
ers it claims to be working for. 
Inasmuch as the M.O.D. makes 
a bulk of its sales to the Atlantic 
and Pacific chain store buy ers, 
we may reasonably conclude that 
in reality the M.O.D. is the At­ 
lantic 
and Pacific chain store 
buy er masquerading as a friend 
of the grower. 
Most of the small remainder 
of our oranges 
(i.e. those not 
handled by the exchange nor the 
M.O.D.) 
are marketed through 
a few independents who get so 
much per box for all the oranges 
they sell and who therefore are 
anxious to sell the greatest pos­ 
sible number of boxes regardless 
of whether it gluts the market 
and ruins the grower. 
To summarize then, we may 
describe 
the 
orange 
grower’s 
plight as follows: 
1st. Thfe California Fruit Grow­ 
ers' Exchange wrecks the grower 
by audtion-dumping of our or­ 
anges to the Greeks, J ews and 
Italians at their own prices and 
then publishing these knock-down 
prices in newspapers all over the 
country , 
thus 
establishing 
the 
low prices for all buy ers ail over

2nd. The M.O.D. wrecks the 
grower by compelling the prorate 
committee to ship too many cars 
each week thereby preventing the 
prorate from being put into real 
effect, glutting the market and 
depressing prices so their close 
associates, the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific chain stores, man buy our 
oranges cheap. 
3rd. The independent market­ 
ers, being paid so much per box 
for every box they sell, wreck 
the grower by selling all the 
boxes they can regardless of price, 
thereby glutting the market and 
crashing prices.

DEFENSE STEP 
SEEN LOGICAL

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Nov. 6.— 
(VP)— A general strengthening of 
law enforcement personnel in Cal­ 
ifornia should he the logical nex t 
step in home defense, is the firm 
comic* ion of Charles Stone, act­ 
ing chief of the state bureau of: 
criminal identification, who has! 
his finger on the activities of all) 
branches of the business. 
Stone feels that fifth columnists 
and saboteurs are holding off until 
fitter the election but that thej 
phenomenal increase in aircraft, 
and other defense industries will 
provide fertile field for anti-social i 
elements. 
“Police forces should be strength­ 
ened without delay so that they! 
may be well prepared for the 
emergencies which will increase 
as the war in Europe continues 
and spreads,” Stone commented. 
Stone used his own department 
as an ex ample of what has hap­ 
pened to most law enforcement 
bo d i e s . Budgetary restrictions 
have kept personnel fairly con­ 
stant, although it is true that the 
ex pansion of teletype, radio and 
other equipment has facilitated 
the work of peace officers gener­ 
ally. 
But with increased communica­ 
tions and a better-trained type of 
officer in 
cities 
and 
counties, 
Stone’s burden of work has in­ 
creased. Where the criminal iden­ 
tification 
bureau once received 
10.000 fingerprint records a month 
the figure jumped to about 12,000 
during the past year, and will be 
13.000 or 14,000 when the October 
figures are totaled. Contributions 
to the increase are an influx of 
cards from new men at Mare 
Island, 
some alien 
registration 
cards, others connected with the 
draft registration, plus a general 
feeling among officers “that we 
w ant to know more about the 
background of suspects.” 
With a staff of about 65, of 
which some 40 are actively at 
work on fingerprinting, Stone is 
finding it almost impossible to 
keep ahead of the volume. 
He 
has asked for 14 or 15 more junior 
fingerprint workers, not only to 
handle current work but antici­ 
pate increased needs in the near 
future. 
There are more than a million 
fingerprint cards filed in Sacra­ 
mento. The criminal lists are be­ 
ing supplemented by civil files, 
such as the State Relief adminis­ 
tration compulsory identification 
cards, and certain branches of 
civil service. Police officers are 
making new checks upon youths 
who cannot produce a draft regis­ 
tration card, and there is more 
suspicion being manifest in many 
activities, resulting in requests for 
a search of the files. 
Stone says ex pansion of the po­ 
lice teletype system is another 
"must” item, since a bill spon­ 
sored by peace officers was vetoed 
on economy grounds last year. 
There are 43 stations in 34 cities 
using the system, and other state 
departments have its use to save 
money. Stone wants ex tra trunk 
lines to speed up the network.
